This brought the total 
installation in Canada to a figure of 4,778,000 horse 
power. Actual achievement in 1927, however, 
probably surpassed that of any’previous year, as in 
addition other undertakings were advanced to such 
a stage that a further total of 378,000 horse power 
will be in place during the first six or seven months 
of 1928. thus bringing the total by the middle of 
the year to more than 5.100,000 horse power. The 
remarkable increase which has’been made in the past 
few years is apparent when it is stated that the latter 
figure is just double the total installations at the end 

of 1920. 

In installation added during 1927 the Province 
of Quebec took the lead, mainly due to the activities 
of the Gatineau Power Company on the Gatineau 
River.

THE BREMEN'S FLIGHT 


T*WO GERMANS AND AN IRISHMAN 

A have crossed the Atlantic from Ireland to an 
island of Quebec which lies close to the Labrador bor¬ 
der, near the entrance to the Straits of Belle Isle, in a 
heavier-than-air machine—-the first time the westward 
journey has been made in a craft of this kind. Their 
objective was Mitchel Field. New York, more than 
a thousand miles farther on, 2.125 miles having been 
covered in aboqt thirty-four hours. 

The forbidding waters of the Atlantic have 
claimed the lives of five brave men and two brave 
women who had essayed forth on this westward flight. 
These splendid failures were all the more tragic be¬ 
cause those -who followed them were unable to team 
anything about the difficulties which overcame them. 
Into this unknown the Bremen flew when it lefAlre- 
land On Thursday morning. How much of the 
mystery of the western journey it has solved will be 
known m due time. Both Captain Koehl and Colonel 
Fitzmaurice are experienced pilots and they will have 
been able to study thfe behavior of their machine, with 
Baron von Huenefeld comparatively free to log the 
various climatic conditions encountered. If this has 
been possible, the flight, although not as successful 
as~the BremetlYprlotv h«d- h op e d i t wo uld ha. s h o ul d 
be valuable from the scientific point of view. 

It cjoes not do now to dispose of these daring ad¬ 
ventures by saying they contribute nothing towards a 
more practical knowledge of aviation as it applies to 
long non-stop flights oyer the ocean. It is not twenty 
years since Bleriot flew across the English Channel 
and startled the world almost out of its senses. Over 
—That satst route thtse days giam aeriad Itaec cury- 
ing' as many as twenty passengers and crew, cut 
through the air at more than 5 a hundred and twenty 
miles an hour. Only recently an Imperial Airways 
machine did the journey from Croydon to Le Bour- 
get in eighty minutes—245-air miles. 

It may be some time before the Atlantic will be 
flown by the heavier-than-air machine with'the same 
assurance of safety as these liners are flown owrjhe 
recognized air routes; but the flights already made

People ihuddered at the very mention of tubercu- 
lo.ii or leprosy;, but those day. long have pat*d. 
We are now told, “Living Age" note., that oil ex¬ 
tracted from the dried fruit of the hydnocarpu. tree 
it expected to .tamp out lepro«y within the next de¬ 
cade, according to the annual report of the British 
Empire Leprosy Relief Awociation. The full .igni- 
ficance of such a claim may he realized, this journal 
says, when we remember that there are now more 
than four million leper, in the world, a large number 
of whom dwell in India. I "he extent of leprosy in 
such plaices as Africa, for instance, is appalling. 

Leprosy, well known as a Biblical disease, is sup¬ 
posed to have existed in lome countries—notably 
India—since the beginning of history. It hys been 
traced, we read further, for two thousand 1 - years in 
Chrna.

met with an accident which the physi¬ 
cian declared must result fatally.

Doubtless she read that passage many 
times before, but this time she caught 
the spiritual point of view, and Il¬ 
lumined by the Christ-light, she too be¬ 
gan to see things < 4 * God made them- 
perfect. complete, harmonious, and 
well. That which she aav In spiritual 
realization hfd an Immediate effect on 
her own body, for she was_healed. Here 
again was the^slgn of healing which 
is acceptable to the people of faith as 
the most conclusive proof known to 
men of God's presence and power. Mrs. 
Eddy resumed her study of the filble 
and began to write out her observa¬ 
tions' from that spiritual point of view, 
ss s "scribe under orders" (Miscellane¬ 
ous Writings, p 311) Those writings 
formed the basis of her book. "Science 
end Health with Key to the Scrip¬ 
tures.” Then she discovered that the 
reading of that book heals the sick, 
again the sign of healing—the con-, 
elusive proof of Ood’s presence . and 
power. 

Mrs Eddy then undertook to estab¬ 
lish this discovery on a firm founda¬ 
tion by the organization of her church, 
and In 1805 she wrote her Manual of 
Bulee and By-laws, to preserve this 
foundation for posterity. Then she 
wrote these words (Miscellaneous 
Writings, p 388). “In 1886 It goes with¬ 
out saying, pre-eminent over Igno¬ 
rance or envy, that Christian Science is 
founded by Its discoverer, and built 
upon the jrock of Christ." Consequent¬ 
ly Mrs Eddy can lay claims to three 
great achievements which Immortalize 
her name as Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science, and author of It* 
textbook, "Science and Health and Key 
to the Scriptures " 

Mrs Eddy wss forty-five year* of age 
when she discovered Christian Science, 
and It took her forty-five years more 
to establish this discovery on a firm 
foundation She has written (The 
First Church of Christ. Scientist, and 
Miscellany, p. 240) "Millions may know 
that I am the Founder of Chrlstlaq 
Science I alone know what that 
means.” "The founder of genuine 
Christian Science hse been all her 
years giving It birth” (Miscellaneous 
Writings, p. 30). 

The institutional activities of The 
Mother Church In Boston constitute 
Mrs Eddy r right to be called the 
Founder of Christian Science Then 
sny attack on these Institutional ac¬ 
tivities of The Mother Church in Bos¬ 
ton is In reality an effort to deprive^ 
Mrs Eddy of her title of Founder of 
Christian Science The Institutional 
tctlvltles of this church provide the 
means and methods by which Chris¬ 
tian Science makes its challenge to sin 
effectual Naturally sin desires to de¬ 
stroy its tormentor, that it may live.

^'APPEALS FUR AID 


The Internallonsl I niform' snnday

The title of our lesson emphasizes 
the point of view from which the 
Transfiguration Is rightly tq be con- 
ndered. It Is s strange and wonderful 
itory. and without this clear association 
9 f It with service we mighj, tend to 
think of It as something removed from 
ths plane of ordinary dally life 

Consider the facts. Jesus took Peter, 
James, snd John—the three disciples 
>f outstanding personality and intens¬ 
ity—up into the mountain with Him 
Just why others were not taken Is not 
made clear. Perhaps the meaning of 
the experience might have been loat 
upon them 

—.But there upon the mountain Jesus. 

n some way. was transfigured before 
these three disciples. All that occurred 
tnd the way In which It occurred la. 
sot made plain, but the disciples had a 
beatific vision of Christ, something 
more glprloua even than the effect of 
ale earthly presence.- His garments be- 
razne glistening snd of a whiteness so 
pure and beautiful that nothing that 
they had ever seen approached It. 
EFFECT ON DINCTPI.KS 

The effect upon the disciples wax 
striking. They fbrgpt all earthly rela¬ 
tionships snd task* They became en- 
grosoed with the glory of the vision 
and with their sense of privilege, 
though fear snd awe dominated their 
thought*. 

Peter, the ready spokesman, more 
ready perhaps to speak than to under¬ 
stand the significance of what he was 
saying, suggested willingness to stay 
always in that atmosphere snd In that 
experience. But there came a voice 
emphasizing the spiritual reality of 
the Incident. 'This Is my beloved Son; 
hear ye Him " And with this voice 
the supernatural aspect of the vision 
vanished snd they saw no one save 
Jesus only. 

Has not this Incident been fecortled 
not only for what it reveals of the 
method by which the faith of ;he dis¬ 
ciples was strengthened, but for its 
plain implications concerning the rela- 
. uon of. the highest and richest expert - 
race of religion to practical tasks of 
mnrlce? 

One of the strangest things In the 
history of the religious life Is the way 


in which experiences of ecstasy have 
been made a substitute for practical 
Christian living. Jesus emphasized this 
I v/hen He spoke of tho*e who called Him 
' ' Lord. Lujd." but wbb did not do the 
i things that He said 
v The ancient prophet ertipha. * 
when he said that "to obey Is better 
j than sacrifice." It is easier to become 
emotional* even *bcut one's duty, than; 
It 1* to do It. and It Is possible to 
{ giory in the cross of Christ, and dream j 
about bearing the cross, when In ac¬ 
tuality we shrink from, every real suf- I 
ferlng and sacrifice. 

LIFE'S ECSTASIES 

' Life, course, would mean little

The clause under dtscusslpn has to 
lo with the Issue of vessels engaged in 
tmuggllng or in “hovering"' in the 
territorial waters of Canada. It sets 
forth that the "territorial waters of 
Janada shall mean the waters forming 
>art of the territory of the Dominion 
if Canada and the waters adjacent to 
the Dominion within three marine 
nlles thereof. In the rase of any vessel 
tnd with twelve marine miles thereof 
n the esse of any vessel registered in 
Canada. ” 

Mr. Euler declared that as soon as 
the clause authorizing seizure of ves- 
lels within the twelve-mile limit was 
leased, the department would prrfmtly 
proceed against rum-runners within 
the twelve-mile limn There wmxlrt be 
ipportunlty afforded then of testing 
ihe constitutionality of the provision, 
rhere was a strong presumption Can¬ 
ute had the right to enact this clause.

A. R. Erskine of Studebaker 
Corporation States Better 
Roads Being Built Yearly 


“The fact that the average taxation 
on motor vehicles has been kept down 
to approximately $36 a car has had a 
decided effect on the increase In rev¬ 
enue for highway purpose*. This was 
the opinion outlined by A. R. Erskine, 
president of. the Studebaker Corpora¬ 
tion. In an addresn before the second 
Cuban Highway Commission at Hav¬ 
ana. February 33-23. Mr. Erskine 
headed the delegation of the U. S. Na¬ 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com¬ 
merce at the congress. 

“Had the government proceeded on 
the theory that motor vehicles should 
be-subjected to heavy levies," said Mr 
Erskine. “only the wealthier classes 
could have afforded" to buy them and 
consequently the government could 
not be receiving the large revenue 
which It gets to-day. Nor a*ould the 
people of the United States have the 
benefit of a great system of high¬ 
ways. 

‘The general recognition of the 
utility of the motor vehicle and of Its 
dependence upon good roads has had a 
profound effect upon highway poli¬ 
cies. 

“Just as you of Cuba have proceeded 
upon the theory that roads are a ne¬ 
cessity. so the problem In the United 
States has been not.one of whether the 
country could afford road*, but rather 
cne of how quickly It could afford 
them in order to stimulate prosperity. 

” *We pay for good roads whether we 
have them or not and we pay more 
for them If we do not have them.’ Is 
the way In which Thomas H Mac¬ 
Donald. chief of the United 8tates 
Bureau of Public Roads, has summed 
up the problem. 

"The acceptance of this doctrine Is 
demonstrated by the nation-wide use 
of bond Issue* to facilitate highway 
construction While the Initial cost of 
this form of finance l* greater than 
the use of current taxes, the returns 
which good roads make Is so great a* 
to make it actually cheaper to build 
roads this way In other words, through 
bond Issues it is freouentlv possible to 
build as many miles of road In one 
year as could be built In ten If cur¬ 
rent taxes were used 

“The effect Is that the public has 
the use of the road, where otherwise 
it would have to continue to pay all 
the penalties of inadequate transporta¬ 
tion. which are far' greater than the 
difference In costs.**

a somewhat unusual standpoint be¬ 
cause he sought to show thst Shakes¬ 
peare was a psychic and prophet, and 
that he based his political. Industrial 
and all other views on the continuity 
of life, foretelling advances In scien¬ 
tific knowledge which have but re¬ 
cently come to light. Into hla works 
he breathed the rhythm which would 
In turn arouse- responsive vibrations 
In the minds of his hearers and thus 
help them to profit by the ideas hid¬ 
den in hla works Sir Frank laid con¬ 
siderable stress on ^he importance of 
"atmosphere"—correct vibration#—not 
merely to the dramatist, but also to 
every Individual who desires to be a 
useful member of society. 

Referring to the effects of the 
Orest War. he asserted that the mil¬ 
lions of men who sacrificed their lives, 
created vibration* which would help 
to shape a brave new world. This may 
not have been discovered by the scien¬ 
tist yet. but the poet la always ahead 
of the scientist.

Sheffield, April 14.—Cast Iron houeen 
—which might prove popular In Chi¬ 
cago, inasmuch da they are bomb-proof 
and bullet-proof—are being manufac¬ 
tured by a British iron firm near 
here. 

They can pack a complete cast iron 
house Into freight cars, ship It to 
destination and have It erected within 
thirty houra to one week after the 
material Is delivered. Already the 
town of Derby has erected 500 such 
houses and other towns have erected 
smaller numbers. 

But the cast iron houses are not 
being erected In England for the same 
reason they might be erected In Chi¬ 
cago. They have been developed as a 
means of meeting the tremendous 
housing shortage and combatting the 
high cost of brick and other build¬ 
ing material.

The Arabs seemed to take a 
vicious delight In leading us over 
the rockiest, stoniest country. I 
from stone to stone, seek¬ 
ing out the flat and rounded 
spots and trying to avoid break¬ 
ing my bare feet.

We saw no signs of life during the 
entire day Often we cam* to points 
and ledges of rock that protruded out 
Into the sea. and" It was necessary to 
go inland around these obstructions.

Now. since they hsd 
seen |Us. there was nothing to do but 1 
wait until they rode up. 


Suddenly, to my amazement, one of 
the fcflndus released his hold upon the 
thwarts, leaped over the lee side snd 
began to wslk. 1 res 11 zed then, that 
we had actually struck the beach. I 
dropped over the side alao, snd by 
frantic struggling against the under¬ 
current. part swimming and part 
crawling, we reached the shore . . . 
more like blind, wounded animals than 
men. We crawled to windbreaks be¬ 


lt would have been useless to resist 
following them, for an Arab la often 
like a child who wilfully tortures a 
bird, and would have thought nothing 
of sending a bullet into me and tid¬ 
ing on. On the other hand. I might 
contrive to escape later.

and the Hindus were Immediately 
flicked with whips, kicked at by the 
boys, yelled.at. and sent into a small 
| tent. I waa later given sotne salty taat- 
i I ng water and a handful of dates snd 
made to sit in the 8helk's tent. I 
1 never saw the Indians after that time.

I had a bath, a clean bed. and s 
wonderful dinner; all the luxuries of 
civilization. Captain Harris and the 
mate produced clean underwear, a pair 
of shoes, a pair of blue pants and a 
heavy Jacket. And that night, aa we 
sipped cool drinks and talked of my 
adventure with the shlmal and the 
Arabs, a battered phonograph played 
"The Preacher and the Bear” and ’Too 
Much Mustard." In a cracked, delicious. 
[ ly harsh way that A shall never forget.

I fancied that they were I 
bringing In the booty of a raid, al¬ 
though It waa impossible for me to tell, 
as camels were continually coming and 
going, and the main herd was kept 
grazing away from the camp.
